The  Phonetic  Alphabet  consists  of  thirty-six  letters, 
namely,  the  twenty-three  useful  letters  of  the  common 
alphabet  (c,  q and  x being  rejected),  and  thirteen  new 
ones.  The  vowels  «,  o,  u have  invariably  their  short 
sounds,  as  in  pat^  pet^  pit,  pot,  put.  All  the  other  old 
letters  have  their  usual  signification.
